night, the crowd growing until it num- 
bered 2,000 or more by the time the 
company was ready to send out its first 
oar. 


Two policemen were on the platform 


•with tlie inolormnn and two guarded 
the rear platform. The crowd greeted 
the appearance of the ear with derisive 
aud insulting cries nnd obstructed its 
passage, but ;i squad of police cleared 
the way nnd it iwscd on and away from 
the vicinity of the barn. 


Half an 'hour later a second car emerg- 


ed from the lui-rn. The crowd immed- 
iately made a dash for it. some of them 
hurling missiles at the motormuu. The 
police coukl not withstand the rush of 
the mob, and some of the rioters were 
toon upon the platform. 


Tlie motor man 
was struck 
several 


times on the bead until, bleeding, and 
senseless, he relinquished his jrriisp of 
the handles. On the rear platform two 
men pulled (lie trolley pole down aud 
bent it until if broke. The car bad ob- 
tained some momentum aud striking the 
switch, went off into the gutter. The 
mob then withdrew with cheers. The 
police arrested 
four men. One of the 


trolley wires fell to the street after be 
ing cut, putting one line out of com 
mission. 


The car which had previously left the 


barn made several trips up and down 
•town, not currying any passengers. At 
the corner of State and Prarl streets 
when the car came upon its second run 
a boy threw a briek at it. A man who 
saw "the act caught the hoy by the 
shoulder. Tn an instant the mob had 
torn the boy'n way and assaulted tlie 
citizen who 'had held the hoy. Xcnrh 
a do/en of the men whom the companj 
had brought from out -of town, deserted

ear begins to appear it is covered with 
numbers of these insects in every stage 
of development, from the young larve to 
the perfect insect. The iarve are of a, 
green or dark green color, with 
brown 


antennae 
and yellow and black legs. 


The female which produces 
the young 


viviparously. has a green abdomen., bear- 
ing two horns posteriorly; 'the rest of 
the body is brownish 
green, the 'legs 


black and yellow, the ityes red. The 
winged females, which appear 
late in 


the season..lay eggs: .but whether these 
eggs servo to cany the species over the 
wintor or whether this is done by hib- 
ernating larve is not definitely known. 
Both larve and females producing them 
have been found amongst the roots of 
the wheat plant.during the winter. 


The aphis is known to occur upon sev- 


eral of the common grasses of England: 
hence any grasses growing in the wheat 
fields should be destroyed 
as much as 


possible when the pest is in the neigh- 
borhood. Deep plowing and rotation 


f crops 
has 
been recommended. 
In 


ases where the insects are noticed at an 
arly stage, a dresisng of soot or grass 
imc will serve to check them. 


Their numbers arc greatly decimated 


>y laJy-birds (coccineiia). which should 
icver be killed, and also by two species 
if ichneumons, which lay their eggs in 
he body of the aphides. 


However, the lady-birds, an insect 


lalf the size of a potato bug. resembling 
,hat kind of a pest very much, has prov- 
11 to IK: the 
best preventive and de- 


ntroyer thus far discovered. These bugs 
,ave been imported from England and 
already have beeiu-started 
forward on 


heir great destructive inarch. These 
iisects are 
harmless in every way. 


They eat the aphis gmnaria and when 
they have destroyed all the wheat lice 
the bugs turn cannibal 
and cat each 


other. 


This 
experiment 
ha* proven very 


jeneficiary and already tlic destructive 
work of the louse has been checked. 


Several scientific papers of the coun- 
ry have devoted considerable space to 
the ina.tUr, but developed little success 
in the discovery.

ALBANY, X. Y., May I4.-Eiot fol- 


lowed the attempt today of the Union 
Traction company to resume the- opera- 
tion of a portion of its electric street 
railway system in this city which had 
been tied up by the strike of employes 
inaugurated last week. The 
company 


had secured 200 non-union men to take 
the place of strikers, and 
last night 


housed the new comers 
in the 
Quail 


street barns, where they M-ere guarded 
"by police and deputy sheriffs. 
Outside 


the barns a large number of strikers and 
their sympathizers ns.spmblfd during the 
night, the crowd growing until it num- 
bered 2,000 or more by the time the 
company was ready to scud out its first 
car. 


Two policemen were on the platform 


with the motorman and two guarded 
the reni' platform. The crowd greeted 
the appearance of the ear with derisive 
aud insulting cries and obstructed its 
passage, but a squad -of police cleared 
the way a.nd it pased on and away from 
the vicinity of the barn. 


Half an hour later ft second car emerg- 


ed from the barn. The crowd immed- 
iately made a dash for it. some of them 
hurling missiles at the motorman. The 
police could not withstand the rush of 
the. mob, and some of the rioters were 
«oon upon the platform. 


The motwmnn 
was struck several 


times on HIP head until, bleeding and 
senseless, he relinquished his urasp of 
the handles. On the rear platform two 
men pulled the trolley pole down and 
bent it until it. broke. The ear had ob- 
tained some momentum and striking the 
switch, went off into the gutter. The 
mob then withdrew with cheers. The 
police arrested four men. One of the 
trolley wires fell to the street after be- 
ing nil, [Hitting one line out of com- 
mission. 


The ear which had previously left the 


barn made several trips up and down 
town, not carrying any passengers. At 
tho corner of State and Pearl streets, 
when the car came upon its second run, 
a boy threw a hrir-k at it. A man who 
saw the act caught the boy by the 
shoulder. 
Tn an instant the mob had 


torn the boy away and assaulted the 
citizen who had held the boy. .Yearly 
a dozen of the men whom the company 
had brought from out of town, deserted 
before the second 
car 
started. They 


were carried away in triumph on the 
strikers' shoulders. 


The indications are that if the com- 


pany persists in running the cars, the 
national guard will have to be called 
out. 


The crew deserted the car after mak- 


•ing two trips. 


On its last trip this car was obstruct- 


J;.ed by planks taken from buildings in 
course of erection and piled on the track, 
while from crowds gathered nt nenriy 
ever}' street corner, atones, bricks and 
sticks were thrown at the car and the 
motorman and conductor. 


The non-union men brought here by 


the company are reported to have noti- 
fied the corporation that they had de- 
cided not to take out the'cars. 


Woodward, of Brooklyn, 
the motor- 


man who was injured at the car barns, is 
in a precarious condition. 


Xo attempt has been made to oper- 


ate the United Traction company's lines

Br, Frederick N. Sauor, at one time a 


prominent physician of Bacine, witli of- 
fices on State, street, Jias been arrested 
at Milwaukee on a warrant sworn out 
from the health department charging 
him'with having issued'a false certificate 
of death in the case of Mrs. Mary A. 
Smith, wife of Adam Smith, wro "died 
March 24. 


The district .attorney has ordered the 


coroner to exhume the body of the wo- 
man, 
which was buried in Calvary cem- 


etery, and hold a post mortem examina- 
tion to ascertain the actual cause of 
death. It is claimed by the department 
oilieiais that the woman died of pulmon-" 
ary consumption after an illness of a 
year, during which she was under the 
care, of Dr Sauer, whereas the certificate 
of death filed by the doctor gave pneu- 
monia brought on by influenza as the 
cause. 


These 'alleged 
facts 
came 
to light 


through the- investigation made by the 
representative of the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company ofv Minne- 
apolis, in which company Mrs. Smith 
had been insured for §500 la.st December. 
Dr. Sauer was the examining physician 
for the company and reported that Mrs. 
Smith was a good risk, The policy'was 
made out to the estate of JUrs. Smith, 
and according to the provisons of the 
law in such cases, the first preferred 
claim of tlie insurance money goes to 
the undertaker and the second preferred 
claim to the physician who" cared for the 
deceased in the last illness. The claim 
is made that by this method the doctor 
intended to get money. 


Dr. Coon states that ho can introduce 


testimony to prove that as far batk as" 
Feb. IS, Dr. Sauer had held a conference 
with another doctor whom he had called 
in to see Mrs'.' Smith, and they both 
agreed at the time thai, she was suffer- 
ing from consumption 


The warrant was not served last even- 


ing. Dr. Sauer telephoning to the police 
that he would present himself a-t the. 
district court this morning. Dr. Saner 
denied all the allegations in the com- 
plaint. 


"To the best of my knowledge at the 


time,'1 ho said last evening, "Mrs, Smith 
died of pneumonia brought on by -'influ- 
enza. In that fatal illness she was sick 
but a few days. It is true that I had 
treated her for several months, but only 
for passing ailments due to stomach 
troubles. It is true that I am the ex- 
nminug physician for the Northwestern 
Mutual Assurance company, and as such 
examined Mrs. Smith in December, 
At 


that time. I considered her a good risk. 
I think that this case is the result, of 
spite work on the part of some of the 
neighbors of Mrs. Smith, 'lucre is noth- 
ing to it, and I will be able tc easily 
explain nil my conduct tomorrow morn- 
ing."

Losses Sustained by Wheat 


Growers. 


W. G. Scott, head of the chemistry de-' 


pertinent of the J. I. Case Threshing 
Machine company, has made a very in- 
teresting discovery, one which will 
be 


the means of saving the wheat growers 
of Texas and'Indian territory thousands 
of dolhmvs* worth of products. 


It seems that a. 
very destructive 


wheat louse infested the wheat belt of 
the southwest, commencing in the south- 
ern part of Texas. Their progress 
was 


very rapid a-nd it was not long before 
•the army reached the interior of Indian 
territory. 
They attacked the green and 


ripe wheat fields and' destroyed 
every 


spear of grain standing. 


No-person was capable, of making a 


complete 
diagnosis of the. insect and 


many 
of the prominent "bugologists" 


were not sufficiently versed in their pro- 
fession to give the history of the insect. 


'Finally some of the representatives of 


the Cnse eoropany down in that country 
familiarized themselves with the alarm- 
ing condition of 
aiVairs 'and gathered, 


some of the wheat containing the lice 
and sent it to the home oflice for analy- 
sis- 


The spears of grain were bottled and 


arrived in the laboratory in their nor- 
mal condition. Mr. Scott, with his as- 
sistants, then went io work with the de- 
termination of meeting with succew. 
It was discovered that the. correct name 
of the louse was the ''Aphis Granaria," 
nn insect which chiefly attacks the wheat, 
fields in England, but which has been 
found upon oats, barley and rye. The 
young aphides attacks the leaf blades 
whilst young and tender, and when the 
enr begins to appear it is covered with 
numbers of these insects in every stage 
of development, from the young larve to 
the perfect insect. The. Jarve are of a 
green or dark green color, with brown 
antennae 
and yellow and black legs. 


The female which produces the young 
viviparousiy, has a green abdomen., bear- 
ing two horns posteriorly; 'the rest of 
the body is brownish 
green, the legs 


black and yellow, the eyes red. Tile 
winged females, which appear 
late in 


the season, lay. eggs; but whether these 
eggs serve to carry the species over the 
\yintor or whether this is done by hib- 
ernating larve is not definitely known. 
Both larve and females producing them 
have been found amongst (.he roots of 
the. wheat plant, during the winter- 


Tlie. aphis is known to occur upon sev- 


eral of the common grasses of England; 
hence any grasses growing in the wheat 
fields should be destroyed 
a,s much as 


possible when the pest is in the neigh- 
borhood. Deep plowing and rotation 
of crops 
has been recommended. In 


eases where the insects are noticed at an 
early stage, a dresisng of soot or grass 
lime will serve, to check them. 


Their numbers are greatly decimated 


by lady-birds (cocci nod'la), which should 
never be killed, and also by two species 
of ichneumons, which lay their eggs in 
the body of the aphides. 


However, (die lady-birds, an insect 


half the size of a potato bug, resembling 
that kind of a pest very much, has prot- 
on to In; the best preventive 
and de- 


stroyer thus far discovered. These bugs 
have been imported from 
England and 


already have been started forward on 
their great destructive march. These 
insects are 
harmless in every way. 


They eat the aphis granaria and 
when 


they have destroyed nill the wheat lice 
the bugs turn cannibal 
and eat each 


other. 


This 
experiment 
has proven 
very 


beneficiary and already the destructive 
work of the louse has been checked. 


Several scientific papers of the coun- 


try have, devoted considerable space to 
the matter, but developed little success 
in the. discovery. Mr. Scott has 
made 


difl'oroiit, photographs of the. hisoct and 
ml make a complete report to the de- 
partment of agriculture.

Senate Protests Against Condemna- 


tory Words of Governor's Veto. 


RESOLUTION 
IS 


ADOPTED 
18 TO 8 


Many Bills 
Killed — No Tax Measures 


1'ussetl, Commission Labors so Far 


Being- Fruitless— Resume of 


Week's legislation. 


The closing business hours of the 'legis- 


lature were characterized by a display 
of feeling on therpart of th,e senate not 
unwarranted by the strong condemna- 
tory language used by the governor in 
his veto of tho'substitute to the Hage- 
meister 
primary 
election 
bill. This 


found expression in the adoption 
of a 


resolution 
by Senator Roebr, which 


first quoted the following extracts from 
the, governor's message: 


"An array of federal 
officeholders, 


joining with certain corporations' agents 
and the representatives of the machine 
in-the regular legislative ilobby, moved 
upon the capitol, took possession of its 
corridors, moved upon the capitol, took 
pssession of its corridors, intruded into 
the legislative hall.s followed members 
to their hotels, tempted many with allur- 
ing forms of vice, and in some instances 
brought, them into the capitol in a state 
of intoxication to vote against the bill. 
This sets forth in part the character of 
the opposition; but omits to take 
ac- 


count of some of the means used and at- 
tempted to be used to prevent the pass- 
a.ge of the measure. 


'T cannot divest myself of the binding 


character of my official obligation, which 
forbids my sharing in tun responsibility 
of giving a law which violates 
obliga- 


tion and is manifestly so framed as 
to 


bring reproach upon the principle." 


Then follows the 
resolution 
as fol- 


lows: 


''We therefore claim our privilege as 


senators to have it appear upon the rec? 
ords of our proceedings that we do not 
allow these statements of the governor 
to pass unchallenged, and that upon any 
view of his constitutional prerogative 
we deny that he i.s justified in thiis ad- 
dressing the legislature. Wo. hold that 
'rid sense of obligation1 on the part of 
the governor oin excuse such grave re- 
flections upon the members of the legis- 
lature as arc contained in the portions 
of the message above quoted. 


"We 
recognize 
the 
constitutional 


right of the governor frrely to express 
his views upon the policy and validity of 
any .legislation submitted to him for his 
approval, but we hold that the use of 
such expressions tis arc above specifical- 
ly referred to transcends all bounds of 
official 
propriety 
and 
constitutional 


right. 


"We protest, therefore, most earnestly 


a-s members, of the legislature against 
the aspersions cast, upon 
our 
official 


acts, upon our personal motives, 
and 


upon our private characters by the gov- 
ernor in this mossagr to tho Ipgislutiire." 


A number of senators took part in the 


debate that foWou-fd. ^eiia-tor Miller of 
Madison denouncing the resolution and 
used the phrn.sc "this subsidized senate." 
which 
afterwards 
he 
withdrew. The 


resolution passod by a vote of IS to S. 


A review of the work of the legisla- 


ture shows tho present session has not, 
been prolific with the passage of manv 
important measures. The assembly has 
made n. record in killing bills, that' bodv 
killing the tax bills 
which 
had 
tiocn 


crfitt.ed from the work of the 
tax com- 


mission, white the senate also slaugh- 
tered in profusion. 


Only two taxation 
measures of a.ny 


consequence were pas-sod. One, the bill 
taxing life 
insurance companies, 
the 


other, taxing mortgages. Both of these 
arc corroi-tive measurps and arc not a 
relief 
to the ordinary taxpayer. The 


life insurance bill, as passed, was intend- 
ed simply to relieve a looa.l life insur- 
ance 
company 
from 
the retaliatory 


measures in other states to which it wns 
subjected because of the stringency of 
the Orton law of 1809. The amount of 
revenue under this bill is practically the 
same as under the Orton law. 


Tho. 
Frost mortgage, 
bill is a plan to 


equalize the tax between the mortgagee 
and mortgagor- 


Election reforms also were expected of 


the Firty-fifth legislature. Whether or 
not anything of merit has been accom- 
plished is a matter over which there is a 
difference of opinion. 


To bo sure, the primary election bill 


Iwis ended in a farce, viewed .from both 
standpoint, tho old-liners insisting that 
Governor La FoUette's veto of the Hngn- 
rnovst.cr bil made it MO, and the reformers 
contending that the dcfe-at of the Stev- 
ens bill brought a'.Huit this 
result. Jn 


any event, the subject 
that 
occupied 


more attention the lust- session than any 
other ended in nothing. 


Biennial elections for cities of the sec- 


ond, 
third and fourth clavss were hoped 


for early in the session, but 
a sea of 


amendments and an ocean of substitutes 
practically annulled the effect of the bill 
drawn. 


A;ll that, was accomplished along tbis 


line; was the passage of a bill authoriz- 
ing cities to hold biennial elections if 
they saw fit. 


Voting machines were thn subject of 


annch discussion. A bill providing 
for 


she appointment of a commission to ex- 
amine voting machines 
and to- permit 


any voting precinct to use them if or- 
dered by the. common council or county 
board was passed, 


in line with the recommendations con-

Governor Vetoes Frost's Mortgage 


Taxing Bill to the Surprise of 


the Legislature. 


Eiglity Bills Yet in tlie Hands of the Gov- 


ernor—Fifty-two Bill* Sent Over on 


Monday Approverf. 


A brief session of the .legislature was 


held Jast evening; with a very scaut at- 
tciidauce. 


Chairman Halton of the committee on 


enrolled bHISj reported, thirty-two ificas- 
ures to the senate as correctly enrolled. 
The governor had uo message 
for the 


senate 'and it adjourned 
after a very 


short session until 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. Governor La Follette 
sent 


his veto of the Frost mortgage taxation 
bill f,o the assembly 
and after 
it had 


been read that body also adjourned. 


The veto of the Frost mortgage tax- 


ing bill comes as a surprise, as it had 
not been thought it would receive the 
executive's disapproval, it having been : 
understood the bill hud met with his ap- 
proval previously. The special 
ground 


of objection is that the bill conies in con- 
flict with section 1, article S of fche stae 
constitution, that dcolares the rule of 
taxation shall 
be uniform, After 
re- 


citing the effect of 
the provisions, lie 


says: 


"In my judgment it is not permis.sablc., 


under the constitutional provision quot- 
edj either to 
tax mortgages 
executed 


prior to a certain date and to exempt 
those executed after that date, or to tax 
real estate upon which a mortgage has 
boon executed prior to a certain date 
without any 
reduction on account of 


the mortgage debt, aud to deduct 
from 


the true value of similar property simi- 
larly situated the value of a mortgage 
executed subsequently 
to such date in 


making assessments 
for taxation pur- 


poses." 


The governor sent to the secretary of 


state the congressional appointment bill 
and the fish and game bills. 


There is not much likelihood that any 


change can be made in. the adjournment 
matter, inasmuch as the governor still 
has something like eighty bills to pass 
upon. The session lir\va this year will 
run up to about 475, of which 'number 
300 have gone to the secretary's of state 
office, and 344 have been published. The 
governor sent over fifty-two bills today. 
In the last two sessions Governor Sco- 
field waived his right to the three .days 
for consideration, and 
the legislature 


worked up to the hour of final adjourn- 
ment-

The First White'Child Born in the 


Town of Caledonia-Had Lived 


Here Over 65 Years. 


The funeral of Mrs. Lettie M. Bacon 


took place at 10 o'clock this morning 
from her late home on Northwestern 
avenue, and was attended by a large 
number of friends and pioneers of the 
county, in the death of Mrs. Bacon 
there pases away one of the very oldest 
residents of the county. History states 
that Mrs. .Bacon was the very first white 
child born in the town of Caledonia and 
the county. 
Upon this question there is

name of Mrs. Bacon was Lottie Adams 
and she was the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Adams, who pame here from 
Indiana at a very early day.

Chicago Inter Ocean: 
The last mail 


from China brings a story that should 
illuminate the darkness of certain Su- 
perior 
Minds that boast 
themselves 


American and Christian. It is the story 
told by Yung Cheng of what he saw at 
Tai Yuan-r'u on July 8 and i) last. Yung 
Cheng is vouched for tis a perfectly re- 
liable man. 
Even if he were not, he 


would ^evidently have no motive for de- 
ception in relating what he saw on that 
occasion. 


On July S, Yung Cheng saw brought 


into the town by Chinese soldiers and 
followed by a great crowd the Rev. Mr. 
Tigott, his wife and his child, John Rob- 
inson, Miss Duval, 
and 
two 
young 


women named Atwater. Whenever their 
escort stopped Messrs. Pigott ana Rob- 
inson 
preached 
to 
the people, 
who 


were greatly astonished, snying, "You 
are going to be. killed for preaching, yet 
you continue to do so." The captives 
were committed to the 
prison, 
where 


there were already thirty-eight others, 
missionaries and their families. 


The next morning the whole forty- 


live were led out to execution. 
Yung 


Cheng testifies that all met death calm- 
ly, exorting their murderers to repent 
and praying that 
they 
be 
forgiven. 


After several had been beheaded' by the 
executioner, 'Governor Yu Hsien grew 
impatient and ordered his body guard to 
assist. While the executioner generally 
managed to kill his victims with 
one 


blow, the soldiers were less skillful and 
hacked several of the women almost to 
pieces. 


Mrs. Lovitt, holding her little boy's 


hand, said: "We came to bring you the 
good news of salvation by Jesus Christ;

HOLLAND ON SUBMARINE BOAT'S

"'As soon as men overcome their fears

"Within the next ten years 
we shall 


have made more progress in submerged 
navigation that ha^ been made in 300 
years that

just passed. 
Within 


that period I expect to see submarine 
boats engaged in regular passenger traf- 
fic. 
For transatlantic travel submarine 


boats will never be possible commercial- 
ly- 


"Tomorrow, if we had a fleet of sub- 


marines big enough, they couM protect 
New York harbor against an attack by 
tho combined ueels of Die world. 
But 


our shipping and our city would still bo 
at the mercy of the enemy, if they had 
only ono submarine, manned by a fear- 
less crew of experts. How the. naonaco 
of the submarine is to be met nobody 
has. at this time been able to sa}'- The 
genius of- scores of inventors is groping 
with the problem, but so far without 
result. All are agreed, however, that in • 
one direction attleast she wil forever re- 
main unconquerable.

scholars of the present npe when they 


iiK' out of school are pretty ignorant 


of the necessary elemental educational 
requirements, and says an account of his 
remarks as published in a Chicago pa- 
per: 


"As a business man the 'Wall street 


broker and poet has employed a score 
of boys fresh from the common schools, 
and his experiences with them are simi- 
lar to 
those 
relaied 
by 
Chicagoans. 


Though some of these boys are now sue- 
ces.-.ftil men in charge of many employes, 
Mr. Steadman says when they first came 
out of the schools they nearly all show- 
ed deficiencies (.ending to draw heavily 
upon employer's reserves of patience or 
profanity, as the case might he. 


Most of the boys were fairly quick 


at figures, but scarcely one had a clca.rly 
formed handwriting. 
.Few 
were 
even 


tolerable spellers. Xearly all had an ex- 
traordinary proficiency in 
wrong pro- 


nunciation, bad grammar, and command 
of slang. Yet Mr. Steadman found that 
many of them had "spent a good deal of 
time upon side fads, and hail a few va- 
gue ideas about arts, ologics, and 
so- 


called studies t h a t might serve a« elec- 
tives in vt seminary or collegiate course." 
They had been wasting tlieir time on 
these fancy studies and had ended their 
school days without knowing how to 
speak or write the ordinary words of 
the English language correctly. 
This 


state of things would be less serious if 
it were not for the fact that the arts of 
spoiling and writing correctly must be 
acquired in the "growing years," or they 
never can be mastered thoroughly after- 
wards. 


Mr. Steadmans criticism on the 
New- 


York schools applies with equal force to 
those of Chicago, He says if he. had the 
directing of the public school curriculum 
he would pay extreme respect to the 
three K's. and would add to 
them 
an 


"S,1' the practice; of 'correct speaking. 
,'Phe boy who goes out into the world 
without these i,s handionpped 
all 
the 


rest of his life. The English language is 
Uif- chief instrument, with 
which 
he 


must win his livelihood. 
Ji no cannot 


spell correctly or talk g-ranmtically these 
defects will keep him from 
rising 
as 


high as he could if he were master of 
the spoken and written language. More 
than this, n knowledge of Englisn is the 
key by which he himself can gain access 
to the arts and ologies in later life. The 
smattering of fancy branches gained at 
the expense of more useful things in the 
graded schools is vague and soon evap- 
orates. 
In the end, the victim knows 


neither the. ornamental nor the practi- 
cal. Mr. Stedman's indictment of

RKTKOACT1VE 
LAWS 
GOOD 
FOR 


A.J..K. 


Despite the constitutional provision 


that no laws shall be made "retroactive 
in effect, an Iowa judge holds that a 
law can be enforced that reaches back 
lo recover taxes that should have been 
assessed in previous years. This judge 
''holds that the statutes remedial in 
their nature are retroactive 
in 
effect 


and will justify recovery for taxes for 
veavs- prior to their enactment. The 
auditor has power to correct the tax 
lists and assess property entirely euiit- 


ed by th'e assessor and is not limited to 
correcting the lists for the current year 
only, but may correct the lists for prior 
years. The fact that, the 
defendant's 


property may have been regularly as- 
sessed by the assessor in each of the 
years under inquiry and such assess- 
ment parsed upon by the board of re- 
view does not have the effect of judg- 
ment and is not a bar to the action to 
recover taxes 
on 
property 
concealed 


from assessors." 


Naturally the collection of taxes that 


ought to have been collected in past 
years is desirable, and in seeking the 
greatest good of the people, this Iowa 
decision doubtless relys upon 
for 
its 


justification, 
But it can be said that 


the individual often has to seek for re- 
dress in the courts, redress that 13 pre- 
cisely as much his due, as it is the due 
of an entire community to secure re- 
dress for wrongs afflicted upon it. How 
has it been only too often 
in most 


cases. 
A denial of 
redress . and 
the 


soothing salve that the law is power- 
less. 
Because some miserable 
techni- 


•cality has arisen to defeat the ends of 
justice. 


If the Jaws can be made retroactive 


in the case, they certainly can be made 
retroactive ill others. There .are wrongs 
inflicted just as deterrent in their in- 
fluence upon citizen and community, as 
the holding back of taxes, and if the 
community, through its officials can col- 
lect for taxes due in previous years, 
why should there be any legal obstacle 
in the enactment of laws and proceed- 
ing to do precisely (lie same thing as 
is now pronounced legal in Io\va, 


PHKSKllVE THE WOOULAKDS. 
The spring Hoods are once more call- 


ing attention to the recklessness with 
which we as a people have wasted our 
forests and lain the land almost bare. 
In the earlier days of the country our 
woodlands acted as checks to the waters 
and holding them back more 
or 
-less, 


through the action of the accumulated 
forest molds, and mosses permitted a 
more gradual escape of 
the 
surplus 


waters. With the woods gone, the most 
of them, the -spring rains 
come, 
the 


spring thaws, and the ground failing to 
hold the water in 
check, 
the ' floods 


quickly fill up the beds of the streams 
and then disastrous floods come. 


The valleys and the hills have been 


.stripped of 
their 
timber. 
Cultivation 


and lumber cutting has thinned out all 
the undergrowth and there are no more 
of nature's accretions, to hold back the 
waters and more slowly give, them out. 
There is nothing that can be done unless 
a thorough system of forest cultivation 
is inaugurated. A patchwork 
system 


has been started, but systematic effort 
is required. 
The forest reserves here 


and there of a statu is all right far as 
it goes, but streams require the friendli- 
ness rof growing woods all along their 
water sheds and along their banks. 
A 


comment upon the recent flood in the 
Ohio river says: 


"Of course these natural growths can- 


not wholly be restored, but something 
can he done in that direction. Much of 
the land about the Ohio's headwaters is 
more useful for growing trees than for 
any other purpose. 
That forest lands, 


intelligently managed, will yield a crop 
as regular as a wheat field's has been 
demonstrated. 
Scientific reforestation, 


under public control, will prove profit- 
able both in the production of timber 
and in the prevention of floods. 


The Ohio valley states now 
pay 
a 


heavy penalty in flood damages for the 
ignorance and recklessness 
of 
former 


generations, 
t'ntil systematic effort is 


made to reforest the hills from which 
the Ohio draws its wafers navigation 
will continue irregular, anil disastrous 
Hoods will be of 
frequent, 
occurrence. 


Probably it would fake at least a cen- 
tury to restore something like natural 
conditions, but the time 
and 
effort 


would be amply repaid by the public 
benefit."

§15.00 a week with female hands work- 
ing on machines getting an average of 
$ 10.00 a week. 


'Tis a heavy handicap, hut American 


enterprise and genius rises superior to 
them and tho result has been our boots 
and shoes are fast securing a firm hold 
in all parts of Germany and in fact of 
other European countries. 
The , same 


skill and hard work that has won tri- 
umphs for our manufacturers of leather 
goods has been displayed in many other 
manufacturing interests, and our loco- 
motives, passenger ears, bridges, pumps, 
electrical plants, steel and 
iron 
raila, 


and other 
manufactured articles are 


finding their way to all parts of the 
world. 


On our own continent we have of late 


been doing some letter, but the real 
need is that of ocean transportation to 
Central American and South American 
ports. 
In this respect we are gaining 


and within a few weeks two additional 
steamer lines have been put on connect- 
ing South American west ports with the 
Pacific coast ports. 
On 
the 
Atlantic 


side, not so much advance 
has

made, but the indications are for a bet- 
terment in this respect.

To many who have noticed the cur- 


rent figures of exports and imports as 
printed in the newspapers, the full signi- 
ficance of the figures do not appear. It- 
is not generally known that the country 
imports very largely of agricultural pro- 
ducts and that such imports exceed the 
value of the exports of our manufactur- 
ed goods. Of the imports in this line, 
our own home country and our islands 
are perfectly able to grow the greater 
part of these, and it is (o this end t h a t 
Secretary Wilson is lending his best ef- 
forts. 
Our importations of agricultural 


productions will exceed the value of our 
exports in all grains which includes flour 
by nearly $-200,000,000. 


This is surprising but says the Xew 


Yirk World, it is a fact. The United 
Slates department of agriculture's report 
just issued states the total value of the 
principal agricultural imports 
for the 


year that ended on June ,10, 1HOO, at 
$420,1 3U.-2SS.' Our combined exports of 
cotton and cereals for the same period 
were valued at $-tn;i,000,000, using round 
figures. The total value of all our agri- 
cultural exports for that year was $84-4,- 
(510.530, so that the American people are 
btiviiig nearly half as much farm and 
plantation produce from 
foreigners as 


they are selling to them. 


Almost exactly one-half of our total 


imports last year consisted of the pro- 
ducts of foreign soils. The account in- 
cludes these items: For sugar, $100,- 
'250.074: 
hides and skins, $o7,!)35,0«8; 


carter, $52,467,1143; silk, $45,320,700; veg- 
etable fibers, $34,334,750 ; wool, $20.200,- 
030; fruits and nuts, $1 0,263,592; tobac- 
co, $1 3,207. 223; tea, $lO,fiii8,nO. 
And 


every OUR of these items, ooll'co except - 
ed, shows a marked increase over the 
figures of 1890. 


SECOND CLASS MATTI3K. 


As the second class mail matter will 


sooner or later be forced to contribute 


to the'shortage of the postoffice depart- 
ment, it is possible a measure of relief 
may come'.from the forced contributions 
of the railroads though they have frie.nds 
in the departments looking out for their 
interests-. Professor Adams of the Mich-: 
igan University, has been employed by 
the joint postal commission to investi- 
gate into this question, as to the rates 
paid railroads for carrying the 
mails. 


This gentleman like others does not be- 
lieve in making the roads cary mails 
without a fair margin of profit, hut he 
docs thinic the present rates paid them 
can be reduced. That-is to say the roads 
can have their i'afc prqfits reduced, though 
Mr. Adams does not put it in this way. 
He thinks it is impossible io prove or 
disprove the rates paid are excessive, 
but opines they can be decreased and 
yet 
leave 
a margin 
of profit. Mr. 


Adams thinks the railroads can be fair- 
ly called upon to reduce their charges 
to the extent of at least $3,000.0000 a. 
year.

Guarding Against the Moth.—To clean 


furs there are two practical and effective 
methods. .One is by nibbing into 
the 


fur mahogany sawdust that has been 
first wet in bensine or gasolene;

other is by rubbing with ot sand. By 
means of either 
fur may 
be perfectly 


cleaned. The sawdust used by furriers 
is what is called ''veneering sawdust"; 
that is, it is from cutting across the 
grain and is short and sandlike. It can 
be procured at hard lumber sawmills or 
from furriers. 
Thfc sand 
used is that 


clean, yellow kind, free from dust, as sea 
or lake shore sad, or such as is some- 
times taken from sand hills. It should 
be made hot in a stove oven to the de- 
gree that it can be. borne by the hand— 
greater heat than that endangering the 
fur. 
After cleaning, 
furs 
should of 


course, be ben ten (with rattan 
beater) 


and aired—not sunned for fear 
of fad- 


ing. 


As for wool garments they should be 


carefully looked over first, and all that 
need cleaning be cleaned by a profession- 
al cleaner or by home measures. It is a 
mistake to put things away to be cleaned 
in the fall; it is .simply an invitation to 
moths. Before cleaning wool garments 
should be well beaten, aired and sunned.

Governor Vetoes the Primary Elec- 


tion Law as Expected. 


Biennial Elections in Cities Except Mil- 


waukee, Including Alderman—Trust 


Bills Are Killed — Will be a 


Woman Factory Inspector. 


The-expected veto of the'primary elec- 


tion law was read Friday, and a two- 
thirds majority to pass tDe bill over tho 
veto could not be commanded. The bill 
is dead and there will be no further pri- 
mary legislation attempted in this ses- 
sion. In another column will be found 
a synopsis-of the message. 


The bill cutting ofl' University tuition 


fees after a warm debate was advanced 
to a third rending. The bill reestablish- 
ing thi. land office was amended pro- 
viding fche cost shall not exceed $5.000 
a year and then passed. 


The registration of births and deaths 


bill wfia killed. The anti-pass bill pass- 
ed under suspension of tne rules. It 
now goes to the people to be voted upon. 
The j\l;lwaukce ice cutting bill was kill- 
ed and the iO cent ice export tax bill 
went to a third reading. The Chippewa 
county bill gees to the governor. 


The senate concurred in 
the house 


bills allowing service on the agent of a 
corporation when none of its officers can 
be found in the sUte: the Eaton, bill, 
authorizing the president nnd chief en- 
gineer of a railroad company to make 
extensions without consulting the direc- 
tors of the corporation. 


The senate refused to concur in the 


assembly amendments to the bil) author- 
izing dties to hold biennial instead of an- 
nual elections. Messrs. Hatton, Gaven- 
ey and Miller wore appointed - members 
of a committee to confer with a similar 
committee from the assembly and nr- 
rauge a compromise. The conference re- 
port wns adopted, excluding aldermen, in 
cities of the second, third and fourth 
class. 


The Lenroot. anti-trust bill was killed

Co. as a part of the 
eflt&ti>, of George Gorton, now objects to 
the allowance of obligations incurred by 
him ami under his authority and direc- 
tion in conducting such business, and 
•now disputes the authority of the court 
in tho premises and the validity of suc-h 
orders. No one else has questioned any 
of'these, made any appearance in these 
matters or shown any interest by right 
in the affairs of this estate. The admin- 


istrator shall not be heard to deny these 
thing nor shall the property then repre- 
sented by him and the heirs of George 
Gorton, deceased, escape its just obliga- 
tions by the decree of this court.

MADISON, May 13.— (Special.)— Gov. 


La Follctte today vetoed the Frost bill 
taxing mortgage? passed by the legisla- 
ture last week.

CHALLENGER'S 


POOR SHOWING 


WEYMOUTH,- May 
13.—The Erin 


towed in both the Shamrocks yesterday 
in a hot. hazy calm, which gave-little 
promise of-racing-weather. The yachts 
anchored inside the Portland breakwat- 
er. During the night a • fresh easterly 
breeze piped up and early this morning 
it was blowing a half gale and a big 
white sea was running outside. 


On the first sign of a, lull, sail was 


made on both, yachts. The wind was 
still hard and fresh and. a big sea was 
running outside, but it was desired to 
test the yachts in fresh as well as line 
weather. The Shamrock I set her jib 
header over her full mainsail, and the 
challenger followed suit. Anchors were 
tripped shortly before midday. 


The weather conditions were all favor- 


able for a trial, with the winds fresh 
and steady, the course clear 'of all ob- 
structions and no tides of any conse- 
quence, the Shamrock I today beat Sir 
Thomas Lipton's new boat by five min- 
utes and five seconds over a triangular 
course of about twenty miles. The"only 
possible disadvantage to the challenger 
was in the fact that she used her old 
mainsail, which sits worse since its salt 
water bath of Thursday. There was no 
discoverable holding back of the chal- 
lenger, although once or twice she point- 
ed such a course as left the suspicion 
that the steersman was not taking ad- 
vantage of tvery chance. There is no 
doubt the result of today's trial was dis- 
tinctly disappointing to those who had 
pinned their fa.ith to the now challenger, 
especially a.s Shamrock I on the previous 
spins had not shown even equality with 
the now racer on any point uf sailing, 
with the exception of running. 


The first leg of th« course WHS from 


the Portland Breakwater to .the Sham- 
bles lightship, the second to Whitenose 
Point and thence to the point of start- 
ing. The old Shamrock had a length the 
best of the start and held her advantage 
so well that the challenger was unable 
to head her, and the Shambles lightship 
was rounded by the Shamrock I forty- 
five seconds ahead of the Shamrock II. 
The run to Whitenose Point was dead 
to windward. Captain Wringe was able 
for over half the course to keep the 
Shamrock I on the weather bow of the 
new boat and held all his advantage at 
the rounding of the second mark. As 
the yachts square^ away for the home 
run the Shamrock I led by about a min- 
ute. 
Down the wind the two yachts 


sailed with jib topsails set, the old boat 
adding to her load throughout "the six 
miles and crossing tlie finish liiio five 
minute before the 1001 challenger. 


PROF. EASTMAN 
ACQUITTED. 


Verdict in Favor of Man Accused of Kill- 


ing His Brother-in-law. 


CAMBRIDGE, Jfass., May 13.—Charles 


H. Eastman, professor in paleontology 
at Harvard college, was acquitted Satur- 
day 
night 
of the charge of murder. 


Eastman was on trial, accused of the 
premeditated killing;of 
his brothcpin- 


law, Buihnrd 11. Grogan, on the after- 
noon of July 4, 1900, while engaged in 
a target practice match on the estate of 
Alvin CJark, the'.celebrated Jensmaker. 


When the foreman announced the ver- 


dict pandemonium 
broke forth in the 


crowd which had gathered in the court- 
room. The crowd cheered lustily, judges 
and court officers en 11 ing in vain for or- 
der. And in the excitement Eastman 
picked up his overcoat, stepped forth 
from the cage and kissed his wife. 


Attorney 
General 
Knowlton, 
who 


made a strong fight for the government 
arid who in the peroration of his argu- 
ment acknowledged the lack of a strong 
Hiotive, took the verdict coolly, picked 
up his bag and went his way. 


The circumstances of the killing as 


they have been brought out in the case, 
and putting aside the debated questions, 
are as follows: 


Eastman and Grogan with their fam- 


ilies lived in houses the grounds of which 
are contiguous and which together form 
one of the prettiest bits of domestic ar- 
chitecture and property 
in Cambridge- 


Back of the houses are extensive yards 
and lawns. Lute in the afternoon of 
July 4, 1000, the brothers-in-law, who 
had spent the dny together, were engag- 
ed in target practice on the lawn boliand 
the Gmgan residence, iu which the two 
families had dined together. According 
to Eastman's story, hn was attempting 
to turn. the. revolver cylinder of an old 
pistol, when suddenly the. bullet was dis- 
charged and struck Grogau just above 
the heart.

wounded mail fell. Within seven

FIVE WOMEN ARE DROWNED. 


Loss of Life in Burning- of Steamer, Eon 


Voyage on Lake Superior. 


HOUGHTOX. 
.Mich,; May 
11.—The 


passenger steamer Bon Voyage caught 
tire in Lake Superior lost night and was 
beached nenr the Portage ship camil. 


A telephone message from Red Ridge, 


the village nearest the spot wuere the 
steamer was put an ?horc, says that five 
passengers, all women, were drowned in 
getting from the boat to the shore. The 
rest of the passengers, all of them men, 
and the crew, escaped iu safety to the 
beach. 


The circumstances which resulted in 


the death of the women, while every man 
on board the Bon Voyage was saved will 
be subject of a rigid investigation. 


The burning steamer was first sight- 


ed about U o'clock. She, \vr.s then sever- 
al miles out from shore and was headed 
for the beach. The steamer was burn- 
ing fiercely, but was apparently in con- 
trol of the crew, who did not have time 
to make tho ship canal, but headed for 
the shore near Red Ridge, south of the 
canal. 


The slpanier struck the bottom nearly 


a mile from land, owing to the shoal 
water. Observers from a distance failed 
to SPC the life boats lowered, but they 
must have been used to aid the passen- 
gers and crew who escaped. 


The steamer was soon afterward seen 


to be wrapped in fire from bow to stern. 
She will probably be a total loss.

The report recites that because of the 
poverty of the municipalities, the Phil- 
ippine commission appropriated thn sum 
of $150,000 to provide increased pay for 
the body and offered, through General 
MarArthiir, further incentive in tho way 
of increased compensation for cases of 
meritorious and faithful service. Late 
reports received at tht; war department 
indicate that an efficient force of native 
police iuirf been organized. 


The total force now numbers 0,34,0 of- 


ficers and men, a great many of whom 
aio on the "meritorious list'1 and receive 
full pay. The body at present is con- 
cfiitrated in northern Luzon, although 
the Viscn-pas, .Mindanao. Jolo and Boutu- 
c,rn Luzon have police forces of consider- 
able strength.

live. But. oh, my breaking heart, my 
empty home! Ileip me to bear my des- 
olation, for it is for life. We will nev- 
er have another child. And where is 
it? Ah, that is the wonder of it! .Near 
you, 
Philemon, yet not too near. Mrs. 


Sutherland has it, and you may 'have 
seen its little face through the car win- 
dow if you were in the station last 
night when the express passed through, 
to Sutherlandtown. 
Ah, but she baa 


her burden to bear, too—a;i awfu] se- 
cret burden, like my own, only she will 
have the child, for, Philemon, she has 
taken it in lieu of her own, which died 
last night in my sight. And"Mr. Suth- 
erland does not know what she has 
done and never will if you keep the se- 
cret as I shall for the sake of the life 
the little innocent, has thus won.. 


What do I mean and how wns it all?

THE FIELD PUMPKIN."*^ 


The Old "Yaller Pumpkin" of York 


State— Good Fur Man and Beast, 
j 


\Viiai moistens tlie lip and gladdens tlie eye, 
Yt'hai brings buck the past as our own pumpkin 


pie? 


Perhaps there is no vegetable so easi- 


ly grown and so much neglected as the j 
field pumpkin, a valuable food for cat- 
tle, swine and the human family. As 
a catch crop, planted with corn, as it is 
usually grown, the, yield is often won- 
derful, but Avhen planted alone and 
cared for the same us squashes it be- 
comes immense. 
And in speaking of 


pumpkins I menu, says a writer in 
Gardening, the old Held orange pump- 
kin, 
early, prolific.1, large enough to 


handle, good for stock and second to 
none for culinary purposes. 


We have many ne\v kinds, some of 


mammoth size, others small, some rec- 
ommended for stock, others for table 
use. Some of them are pumpkins, and 
others 
are 
neither 
pumpkins 
nor 


squashes, and 1 doubt if any of them 
arc equal to rny old favorite. 
A num- 


ber of years since business called me to 
southern Illinois, and as I was about 
returning the old landlord with whom 
I boarded requested me to send him 
some 
"York 
state 
yalier 
pumpkin 


seed," explaining that "the seed grown 
there was good for nothing, as it ran 
out after the fl'r.st year, so that the 
pumpkins were worthless." 


Poor old man! lie got the seed, but 


in taking them out to his farm he took 
cold and did not live to enjoy the 
crop, while I got the credit of causing 
his death, as his daughter said, "If it 
had not been for that York state Yan- 
kee, father would have been alive yet." 
I do not tell this to deter others from 
planting "yaller" pumpkin seed, but 
rather to show the value of our eastern 
pumpkins to the people of the Missis- 
sippi valley. 


If gathered before hard frosts and 


stored iu a moderately WE mi place, 
they can be kept until Christmas, but 
they must uot be bruised in handling 
and should lie thoroughly ripened be- 
fore gathering. In feeding to cattle the 
seeds should be removed, which can 
easily be done by cutting the pumpkin 
open and scooping out the seeds with 
a paddle or narrow shiugle. In cook- 
ing for swine, which is the best way to 
feed them, remove the sucds the same 
as for cattle. After being thoroughly 
boiled ground feed can lie mixed with 
the piunpkins. This makes one of the 
best and cheapest foods for the early 
fattening period that cau he used. 


As for the culinary properties of 


the pumpkin, ask any housewife who 
lias a drop of Xew England blood in 
her vein*, aud six..- will tell you that 
Thanksgiving dinner is never complete 
without pumpkin pie.

Shall the Fni-uiPr Do II ?—Retting 


Down to Fir»t Principle*. 


A mnu has a pain iu his knee and 


finds that, by rubbing a certain lini- 
ment ou it tlie pain is relieved. The 
m-.vt n-r.'ek lie IJHS n headache, ami, re- 
membering his knee, iiu rubs the same 
liniment on his head. The pain gats 
woise instead of better, and the man 
denounces the liniment as a fraud. He 
does nut reali/.o that the trouble in his 
head may come from his stomach. The 
liniment ijdprd iii.s knee, but failed to 
heip his head, therefore it is a fraud. 


You see, tills man fails ro recognize 


that there were two kinds of aches, 
each requiring a different treatment, 
lie is like the man who uses a "phos-. 
phato" or some one sided fertilizer aud 
obtains good results oil a certain crop. 
He tries it on another crop or soil and 
fails, 
therefore 
ail 
fertilizers 
aro 


frauds. 


t'prm tlie conditions described a Ru- 


ral Now .Yorker correspondent com- 
ments thus: A friend once used 2UO 
pounds' per acre of nitrate of soda on 
wheat iu the spring and increased his 
yit'h! quite a little-. Next year he decid- 
ed to use only nitrate on his potatoes, 
which were planted on a soil quite 
ncient in potash. lie got a large growth 
of vines Imt few potatoes. TIo said that 
nitrate of soda and incidentally all fer- 
tilizers wore "no good." 


A fair amount of potash used with 


the nitrate would have doubled his 
yield, but he would uot go down to 
the true causes of ids failure. 
Such 


men make a, mistake iu attempting to 
mix their uwu fertilizers or to use spe- 
cial substances. 
Thc-y will do much 


better to liny rim mixed goods and al- 
ways seieu't complete mixtures. 


Generally speaking, it will pay a 


farmer to hire experts to mix or plan 
for him unless lie is willing to think 
and study down to the basic princi- 
ples that underlie his work. The soil 
may have four aches, requiring nitro- 
gen, potash, phosphoric acid or lime 
to cure them. Unless you know .which 
particular ache your farm has you 
would better use all four. 


Try some of the fine flavored yellow 


tomatoes for variety. 


Keep the little pigs warm or they 


will uot prow. Give them a warm 
sunny pen and let them out of doors 
on warm days, 


SENATE NOW OUT OF TAXATION 


Assembly Did 411 the Killing— Pri- 


• mury Elections Xot This Year— 
^ 
Lefjistative Gleanings. 


Madison, vVis., May 7.—It is expect- 


ed the legislature will adjourn at the 
end of this week. 
AH the great bat- 


tles have been fought, except that 
of apportionment, and that may be set- 
tled easier than was expected with the 
Impulse of legislative weariness and 
these beautiful May days-to drive the 
members home. Successive tax meas- 
ures have been defeated iu the assem- 
bly, which the governor's opponents 
style "His" 
branch, because it was 


possible.there to muster a majority to 
pass the Stevens primary election bill. 
However, sume of the most effective 
administration men refused to enter 
the lists as bix reformers, aud some of 
them were leaders against the tax 
commission bills.

And it is by no means certain the 


commission will rei-oimnencl tlie whole- 
sale taxation of personal 
property.

HARVESTING WITH CATTLE. 


Gracing Steer* on Corn and CovrpenB. 


A Profitable Plan. 
, 


It is evident that allowing cattle to 


gather a crop instead of harvesting and 
feeding It must be a saving of expense. 
If at tiie same time the gains made are 
satisfactory, this method of feeding 
should commend itself. 


The Arkansas station recently tested 


the desirability of grazing steers on a 
field of corn and cowpeas, supplement- 
ing this food with as much cotton seed 
as the animals required. The five steers 
used in the test were turned oh a five 
acre field .after the corn bad been pull- 
ed. The yield of. corn was 25 bushels 
to the acre, which -is regarded as hardly 
au average crop. The cowpeas gave 
more than au average growth of vines, 
but less than au average crop of peas. 
None of these had been picked. 


The steers required 65 days to con« 


sume all the food on the five acres. 
They were allowed access to only one- 
third of the fleld at a time. The cotton 
seed was always accessible and was 
consumed «t will. During the first 30 
days of the test, while the pea vines 
were yet green and peas were accessi- 
ble, the steers ute very little seed. 


At the beginning of the test the five 


steers weighed 3,858 pounds. The daily 
average gaiu was 2 pounds per steer. 
The average amount of cotton seed con- 
sumed per steer during the whole test 
was 250 pounds. 


Rating cotton seed at $6 per ton and 


making suitable allowance for the cow- 
peas planted, the cultivation of the 
crop aud the labor of feeding the steers, 
the cost of a pound of gain was calcu- 
lated to be 3.<J cents. It appears that 
the corn should be gathered and the 
animals turned to grazing ns early as 
possible before frost. 


Judging by results obtained at the 


Arkansas station, this method of feed- 
ing is profitable and worthy of trial. 


SEED CORN. 


Look Oat For Mold Next the Colj 
this Senson—Concerning Varieties, 
There is a widespread fear all over the 


corn belt that much of the corn which 
has been cribbed during the season and 
from which the supply of seed corn 
is expected to be taken Is of very poor 
quality aud is moldy next to the cob. 
It is a pretty difficult matter to detect 
these moldy ears, as the outside of the 
kernel looks bright enough, but upon 
picking up au car atid shelling it the 
trouble is at once discovered. 


Corn growers cannot use too much 


pains In getting their seed corn ready 
and in shape for their season's crop. 
It will hardly do to depend upon corn 
that has stood in a crib during the 
entire season for -your season's supply, 
for the freezing and thawing of the 
past two imffUbs have probably done, 
more to Injure th.e germs of the c'onj 
than anything else, and we believe that 
at tiie price at which good, tested seed 
corn is offered by reliable seed corn 
sellers and growers no coru grower 
would be warranted iu taking any 
chances witli untested seed this year. 
We would suggest that this matter be 
looked into at ouce. 


Lands of different texture grow one 


variety better thai) another, and it is 
to the interest of corn growers to as- 
certain as nearly a"s possible whether a 
white variety or a yellow variety ia 
best adapted to 4heir particular fields. 
As a rule, we believe white varieties 
will yield a little larger crop of corn 
Iu the ear than the yellow sorts, but 
when It comes to shelling it: is those 
yellow varieties that have been bred 
up that probably turn the balance iu 
the other direction.—Prairie Farmer.

If gathered before hard frosts and 


stored Iu a moderately worm place, 
they can be kept until Christmas, but 
thcv must uot be bruised Iu handling 
•aid' should be thoroughly ripened be- 
fore gathering. In feeding to cattle the 
seeds should be removed, which can 
easily be done by cutting the pumpkin 
open and scooping out the seeds with 
a paddle or narrow shingle. In cook- 
ing for swine, which is the best way TO 
feed them, remove the seeds the same 
as for cattle. After being thoroughly 
boiled ground feed can be mixed with 
the pumpkins. This makes cue. of the 
best ami cheapest foods for the early 
fattening period that can he used,

CHEMICAL WEED KILLING. 


Arscnnte of SoiJn and Carbolic Acid 


tlifr IjffldiiiK Oo-itrnycrs. 


A subject of growing interest is that 


of tho possibility of miroessfully fight- 
ing weeds with chemicals. It is told 
that, as long ago as ISiKJ it was found 
nt the Vermont station that the orange 
havi'lavct'il, a serious pest in pasture's 
and meadows, could be destroyed with- 
out injury to the grass by sowing salt 
over she lend at the rate of 3.000 
pounds per acre. At the same station 
other chemicals afterward tested l!or 
the eradication of weeds in walks, 
drives and courts Ijiive been salt, cop- 
per sulphate, kerosene, liver of sul- 
phur, carbolic acid, arsenic and sal 
K«KIQ. arsenato of soda ami two com- 


i mercial wood killers, the active prin- 


ciple of which apparently was arsenic. 
The weeds •which it was sought to de- 
stroy were plantain, dandelion, chic- 
ory, 
ragweed and various grasses. 


All the chemicals vrcro applied in so- 


lution except the salt. As in the case 
of tho hawkwcod experiments, salt 
was found efficient in destroying all 
the weeds when applied dry and in 
large quantities. 


When salt i.s used for tin's purpose, 


fuljueent lawns should be protected 
against washing. 


Crude carbolic acid, one pint in four 


pints of water, applied at the rate of 
eight gallons per square rod was very 
efficient. 
The various arsenical prep- 


'orations proved valuable as weed de- 
stroyers, and choice between them was 
largely a matter of expense. 


All things considered, tho arseuato 


of soda and the carbolic acid solutions 
proved the most valuable chemicals 
for weed destruction under the condi- 
tions of those experiments. 
/ 


A ^S'eiv Movement In the Dnkotns. 
For some years past tho Dakotas 


have boon regarded ;:.s ninonjr the great 
wheat producing sections of the coun- 
try 
In fact, when the Dakotas were 


mentioned in any way relative to agri- 
culture it was wheat that every one 
had in mind.

Dakota will in future not pin its fiitlh 
to wheat exclusively, but will under- 
take the cultivation of a more diversi- 
fied crop. This will be done gradually. 


But, remarks Tho Homestead, oven 


should South Dakota turn its attention 
to a diversified crop there is no reason 
why it should lose its prestige as a 
wheat raising section. It is pointed out 
that when Nebraska had gained a repu- 
tation us n corn producing state ami 
this wns followed by a reputation as a

Convenience Especially Considered 


In Thin Dtvellj&nsr, to Cost §2,COO. 
Comfort and convenience should be the 


first trupoi'tant considerations in designing 
a dwelling of moderate cost. Too often 
large sums of aaoney are wasted in use- 
less ornamentation or in some special 
"odd feature" which is snpposctMo nthl so 
much to the appearance of the building 
that nn actual sacrifice of comfort must 
be made in order to keep tho cost within 
the prescribed limit. The gfocl houseivlfe 
will in time forgive the architect who 
planp well, even though he tuny exceed, 
the limit of exnenditure, but inconvenient- 
ly arranged rooms and awkwardly located 
fixtures are a constuut reminder of his in- 
competence or carelessness. 


Inexperienced persons usually expect 


too iruich and cannot understand why a 
few feet added here and the-e in the di- 
mensions of the rooms should make much 
difference in the cost of the structure. 
Yot it is the actual area of ground cov- 
ered by the building upon which the cost 
is estimated. 


Here is a modest yet pleasing design for 


a dwelling suitable for a family in moder- 
at-9 circumstances. 
The principal rooms 


are grouped about cue contra! chimney so 
that each is provided with a flue. A cel- 
lar extends under the entire house and

bas a concrete floor, outside cellar steps 
and hntclnvny and the usual plank stairs 
Icadint: to the kitchen. 


In the first story n small porch shelters 


tho front entranci.-. from which yon enter 
tho staircase liall through a small vesti- 
bule. 
At the loft of tho hall is a good 


sized parlor, with a dining: room and 
kitchen at the rear of tho house. 
The 


hall, parlor anil dining room are separat- 
ed by large doorways, which are to bo 
hung with pretty portieres, thus omitting 
tho doors which would otherwise be nec- 
essary.- The curtain.* and poles cost much 
less than doors and give a richer effect. 
The entrance from the staircase hall to 
the kitchen is placed under the main 
stairs, mil of sight as you enter, and is 
shut off from the kitchen by two doors, 
which prevent the odors of the kitchen 
from permeating the front part of the 
house, an advantage which no one can 
fnil to appreciate. 


Tho kitchen is provided with a good 


sized closet for stoves and culinary uteii-

sils, with a pantry placed in a convenient 
location and communicating with the din- 
ing room in the usual \vtiy. The pantry 
doors are hinged so as to lie self dosing, 
thus shutting 
o£E a.1! smells from 
the 


kitchen.

Some persons mny object ro this ar- 


rangement of rooms because there is no 
direct communication between tho hall 
and dining room and that there aro no 
back stairs. These objections could easily 
he overcome in the planning of the house, 
but would involve considerable extra ex- 
pense, for an additional chimney would 
he required und extra space for the stair- 
way and passage to the dining room. 
Since it is a question of cost. u-c find that 
this arrangement here shown is one of the 
host for the amount of money to be ex- 
pended. 


In the second story we have two large
